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Elder  John  Longden  is  a  Britisher  by  birth.  He  was  born  in  Oldham,  Lancashire, 
in  1898.  He  immigrated  to  Salt  Lake  City  with  his  parents,  both  converts  to  the  Church, 
in  1909. 

He  attended  schools  in  Salt  Lake  City  including  the  L.D.S.  High  School  and  the 
University  of  Utah.  He  filled  a  mission  for  the  Church  in  the  Central  States  from  1921 
to  1924. 

Elden  Longden  was  well  known  throughout  the  Salt  Lake  area  for  several  years 
as  a  gifted  singer,  giving  freely  of  his  talent  in  singing  at  Church  services,  funerals  and 
other  gatherings.  He  was  a  student  of  dramatics  and  spent  two  years  with  stock  com- 
panies playing  juvenile  and  character  parts. 

He  was  bishop  of  the  Nineteenth  Ward  in  Salt  Lake  City  from  1925  to  1930  and 
served  one  year  as  assistant  Salt  Lake  M.I. A.  Superintendent.  He  was  a  member  of 
the  Salt  Lake  Stake  High  Council  for  four  years  and  in  March,  1950,  was  released  after 
14  years  as  a  member  of  the  Highland  Stake  Council.  In  1951  he  was  called  as  an 
Assistant  to  the  Council  of  the  Twelve  which  position  he  holds  at  the  present  time. 

His  work  with  the  L.D.S.  servicemen  during  World  War  II  included  directing 
Church  activities  in  the  Salt  Lake,  Boise  and  Las  Vegas  areas  and  at  Bushnell  General 
Hospital  in  Brigham  City,  Utah  and  at  Kearns,  Utah. 

He  is  general  manager  of  the  Westinghouse  Electric  Supply  Company  and  has 
served  as  president  of  civic  and  business  organizations. 

He  and  his  wife  Larue  Carr  Longden  are  the  parents  of  three  daughters,  one  of 
whom  died  at  the  age  of  three  years.  Sister  Longden  is  counsellor  in  the  general 
presidency  of  the  Young  Women's  Mutual  Improvement  Association.

Blessed  are  they  which  do  hunger  and  thirst 
after  righteousness:  for  they  shall  be  filled. — 
(Matt.  5:6.) 

In  the  opening  remarks  of  our  dear  President 
McKay  at  the  beginning  of  this  conference  he 
stated  that  he  hoped  our  souls  might  be  up- 
lifted and  inspired.  I  am  sure  you  can  bear 
witness  with  me  that  our  heavenly  Father  has 
literally  blessed  us,  and  our  souls  have  been 
uplifted  because  we  have  been  inspired  by  the 
word  of  the  Lord. 

I  have  noted  without  exception  that  each 
who  has  occupied  this  position  regardless  of 
his  calling  in  the  Church,  regardless  of  his 
standing  in  the  community  or  the  nation,  be- 
fore taking  these  responsible  Church  positions, 
has  invoked  the  blessings  of  our  Heavenly 
Father  upon  him  that  he  might  be  able  to 
speak  under  the  inspiration  of  the  Spirit.  I 
realize  as  I  stand  before  you  this  afternoon 
that  I  must  depend  upon  the  inspiration  of 
my  Heavenly  Father  through  his  Son,  Jesus 
Christ;  for,  to  teach  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ 
can  be  done  not  by  the  wisdom  of  men,  but 
only  by  the  power  of  God. 

Much  has  been  said  here  today  and  yester- 
day in  these  conference  sessions  regarding  the 
missionary  programme  of  the  Church.  I  would 
feel  most  ungrateful  if  I  did  not  take  just  a 


moment  to  pay  tribute  to  a  great  missionary 
who  is  absent  today,  but  who  was  with  us  here 
six  months  ago  occupying  a  seat  on  the  row 
that  I  am  privileged  to  occupy — Elder  Stayner 
Richards. 

He  in  very  deed  typified  the  true  missionary 
spirit  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints,  and  I  feel  sure  that  he  has  touched 
the  hearts  of  thousands  in  the  British  Isles  or 
wherever  he  has  laboured  to  spread  truth  and 
righteousness,  exercising  his  energy  and  talent 
in  building  up  the  kingdom  of  God. 

So,  I  pay  tribute  to  his  memory  today.  It 
was  my  privilege  to  labour  with  him  for  about 
fourteen  years  in  the  Highland  Stake,  the  stake 
in  which  I  now  reside. 

Going  back  a  few  years,  a  prophet  of  God, 
Brigham  Young,  declared:  .  .  .  there  is  neither 
man  or  woman  in  this  Church  who  is  not  on  a 
mission.  That  mission  will  last  as  long  as  they 
live,  and  it  is  good,  to  promote  righteousness, 
to  teach  the  principles  of  truth,  and  to  prevail 
upon  themselves  and  everybody  among  them 
to  live  those  principles  that  they  may  obtain 
eternal  life.  (Discourses  of  Brigham  Young, 
1943  ed.,  p.  322.) 

That  is  the  true  missionary  spirit.  That  was 
the  word  of  a  prophet  of  God  many  years  ago.

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CHURCH  LEADER  NOTES 
BIRTHDAY:  President  Joseph 
Fielding  Smith,  of  the  Council  of 
the  Twelve,  celebrated  his  80th 
birthday  on  July  19,  1956. 

Born  July  19,  1876,  in  Salt 
Lake  City,  Joseph  Fielding  Smith 
is  a  son  of  Joseph  F.  Smith,  sixth 
president  of  the  Church  and 
Julina  Lamson  Smith,  both  of 
stalwart  Pioneer  extraction. 
President  Smith  is  the  fourth 
generation  of  eminent  Church- 
men to  have  served  as  one  of  the 
General  Authorities.  His  grand- 
father, the  Patriarch  Hyrum 
Smith,  held  the  keys  of  the  king- 
dom jointly  with  his  brother  the 
Prophet  Joseph  Smith,  was  a 
counsellor  in  the  First  Presi- 
dency and  later  Patriarch  to  the 
Church;  his  great-grandfather, 
Joseph  Smith  Sr.,  was  the  first 
presiding  patriarch  in  this  dis- 
pensation. 

He  is  the  father  of  five  sons, 
one  deceased,  six  daughters,  49 
grandchildren  and  one  great- 
granddaughter.  His  first  wife, 
Louise  Emyla  ShurtlifT,  he  mar- 
ried in  April,  1898.  She  was  the 
mother  of  his  two  eldest  daugh- 
ters, Josephine  and  Julina.  After 
her  death  near  nine  years  later, 
he  married  Ethel  G.  Reynolds, 
who  was  the  mother  of  his  five 
sons  and  four  of  his  daughters. 
She  died  in  1937. 

He  later  married  Jessie  Willa 
Evans  who  has  been  the  foster 
mother  of  his  growing  family 
and  the  companion  of  his  later 
years.  He  is  proud  of  the  record 
established  by  his  family.  All 
of  his  sons  have  fulfilled  mis- 
sions for  the  Church  and  all  of 
his  children  have  been  married 
in  the  temple.  Four  of  his  sons 
served  their  country  in  the 
armed  forces  of  World  War  II  in 
which  one  of  them,  Lewis,  lost 
his  life.  All  are  now  engaged  in 
the  work  of  the  Church  which  is 
closest  to  his  heart. 

He  has  served  as  a  member  of 
the  Council  of  the  Twelve  for 
over  46  years.  He  is  also  the 
Church  Historian  and  Recorder 
and  also  president  of  the  Genea- 
logical  Societv   of   the   Church 

CONSTRUCTION  BEGINS  ON 
LONDON  TEMPLE:  Construc- 
tion work  is  under  way  on  the 
London  Temple.  The  temple, 
for  which  ground  was  broken  by 
President  David  O.  McKay 
nearly  a  year  ago,  is  being  built 
on   the    32-acre    tract    of    New- 


chapel  Farm,  Lingfield,  situated 
on  the  main  London-Eastbourne 
Road  in  Surrey  County,  approxi- 
mately 25  miles  from  London. 
The  property,  originally  an  old 
Elizabethan  farm  and  later  ex- 
tended to  a  large  country  seat,  is 
in  one  of  the  most  beautiful  areas 
of  south  Britain. 

The  building  itself,  to  be  faced 
in  Portland  stone,  will  cover 
13,000  square  feet,  incorporating 
34,000  feet  of  floor  space  in  base- 
ment, ground  and  mezzanine 
floors,  topped  by  a  copper- 
covered  spire  rising  160  feet  above 
ground  level.  The  construction 
is  in  reinforced  concrete  below 
ground  level  with  steel  frame  and 
brickwork  above,  with  main  en- 
trance doors  and  inner  screens 
in  bronze  and  windows  in  painted 
steel. 

This  will  be  the  fourteenth 
temple  to  be  built  by  the  Church 
in  this  dispensation,  the  twelfth 
to  be  completed  for  present-day 
usage,  and  the  second  to  be  built 
across  the  Atlantic. 

160,390  VISIT  TEMPLE 

SQUARE  IN  JUNE:  Temple 
Square,  at  the  "Crossroads  of  the 
West,"  this  year  is  more  than  liv- 
ing up  to  its  reputation  as  one  of 
the  chief  tourist  attractions  of 
the  West. 

"A  marked  increase  over  last 
year's  figures  shows  a  very  heavy 
June"  according  to  Elder  Richard 
L.  Evans,  of  the  Council  of  the 
Twelve,  and  president  of  the 
Temple  Square  Mission. 

Figures  compiled  by  the  mis- 
sion disclose  that  a  total  of 
160,390  tourists  were  on  Temple 
Square  in  June  of  this  year  com- 
pared to  143  025  the  same  month 
last  year.  Of  this  figure,  55,225 
were  conducted  on  tours  of  the 
buildings  and  grounds  compared 
to  49.039  last  year  and  46,298 
attended  the  Tabernacle  organ 
recitals  compared  to  43.381. 
335,752    Visitors 

For  the  first  six  months  this 
year,  ending  June  30.  335,752 
tourists  visited  on  the  square 
compared  to  306.196  last  year.  Of 
this  figure,  103,163  were  con- 
ducted on  tours  compared  to 
90.259  and  88.653  have  listened  to 
the   organ  compared  to  77.172. 

At  present,  the  daily  organ  re- 
citals are  attracting  between 
1.000  and  1.500  persons.

It  is  rather  easy,  you  know, 
to  go  to  meetings  and  shake  hands  with  bro- 
ther or  sister  so-and-so  or  to  introduce  our- 
selves to  the  new  faces  sitting  in  the  chapel. 
Although  these  little  gestures  mean  a  lot  at  the 
time,  aren't  we  very  apt  to  leave  it  at  that? 
Aren't  we  inclined  to  think  that  just  so  much 
friendship,  and  no  more,  is  all  that  is  necessary 
for  those  around  us? 

How  many  of  us  visit  the  sick  and  aged  in 
the  branch?  And  what  about  the  family  who  is 
left  without  a  father,  mother,  or  children? 
"Pure  religion  and  undefiled  before  God  and 
the  Father  is  this:  To  visit  the  fatherless  and 
widows  in  their  affliction  .  .  ."  (James  1 :  27.) 
At  times  like  these  our  friendship  is  placed 
on  trial — and  if  we  give  help  and  comfort  our 
friendship  is  true  and  lasting. 

I  guess  most  of  us  are  very  frugal  in  choosing 
our  friends — I  wish  we  weren't.  Now  I  don't 
think  we  should  lower  and  standards,  definitely 
not,  but  shouldn't  we  guard  against  being 
haughty  and  uplifted  with  pride?  A  smile  and 
an  encouraging  word  never  cost  the  giver  any- 
thing, but  always  enriched  both  the  giver  and 
the  receiver.

"I  the  Lord,  am  bound  when  ye  do  what  I 
say;  but  when  you  do  not  what  I  say,  ye  have 
no  promise."  (DOC.  &  COV.  82:10.) 

The  value  of  such  a  promise  of  the  Lord, 
might,  at  first,  seem  a  little  vague,  particularly 
to  one  who  doesn't  understand  the  laws  and 
ordinances  of  the  Gospel.  Although,  one  may 
ask,  "How,  in  the  world,  can  the  Lord  be  bound 
by  the  mere  actions  of  mortal  beings?"  the 
Lord  has  revealed  the  conditions  or  "yard- 
stick" that  "...  when  we  obtain  any  blessing 
from  God,  it  is  by  obedience  to  that  law  upon 
which  it  is  predicated."  (DOC.  &  COV.  130:  21) 

What  bearing  does  this  have  upon  the 
administrations  of  the  Priesthood? 

If  priesthood  bearers  have  a  knowledge  of 
the  duties  of  their  office  and  are  willing  to  per- 
form them  they  can  expect  the  blessing  of  suc- 
cess to  attend  their  labours.  Then  they  can 
experience  the  joy  and  satisfaction  of  having 
honourably  magnified  their  callings  in  the 
Priesthood. 

Again  we  read:  "And  now,  behold,  I  give 
unto  you  a  commandment,  that  when  ye  are 
assembled  together  ye  shall  instruct  and  edify 
each  other,  that  ye  may  know  how  to  act 
and  direct  my  church,  how  to  act  upon 
the  points  of  my  law  and  commandments, 
which  I  have  given.  And  thus  ye  shall  become 
instructed  in  the  law  of  my  church,  and  be 
sanctified  by  that  which  ye  have  received,  and 
ye  shall  bind  yourselves  to  act  in  all  holiness 
before  me — that  inasmuch  as  ye  do  this,  glory 
shall  be  added  to  the  kingdom  which  ye  have 
received.  Inasmuch  as  ye  do  it  not,  it  shall 
be  taken,  even  that  which  ve  have  received." 
(DOC.  &  COV.  43:8-10.) 

The  Apostle  Paul  once  said,  "...  God,  who 
also  made  us  able  ministers  of  the  new  testa- 
ment; not  of  the  letter,  but  of  the  spirit;  for 
the  letter  killeth  but  the  spirit  giveth  life."  (2 
COR.  3:1-6.)  Let  it  not  be  understood  that 
Paul  meant  there  was  to  be  no  Church  organi- 
zation and  Church  procedure,  far  from  it.  Paul 
was  very  conversant  with  the  law,  having  been 
taught  by  Gamaliel,  a  wise  and  learned  man.  He 
realized  the  law  had  become  corrupt.  For 
example:  a  person  dragging  a  chair  across  the 
lintel  of  his  door  on  a  Sabbath  Day  could  be 
convicted  for  a  contravention  of  the  Sabbath 
law,  as  the  furrows  in  the  dust,  made  by  the 
legs  of  the    chair,    could    be    considered    as

ploughing.  So  he  warned  against  this,  the  cor- 
rupt letter  of  the  law. 

Now,  without  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  in  the 
administrations  of  the  Priesthood  we  would  be 
helpless.  But  a  careful  study  of  Section  121 
of  the  Doctrine  and  Covenants  should  be  made 
in  order  to  understand  the  spiritual  require- 
ments for  the  administration  of  the  Priest- 
hood. 

"And  this  greater  Priesthood  administereth 
the  gospel  and  holdeth  the  key  of  the  mys- 
teries of  the  kingdom,  even  the  key  of  the 
knowledge  of  God.  Therefore,  in  the  ordin- 
ances thereof  the  power  of  Godliness  is  mani- 
fest. And  without  the  ordinances  thereof,  and 
the  authority  of  the  Priesthood,  the  power  of 
Godliness  is  not  manifest  unto  men  in  the 
flesh ;  for  without  this  (the  Melchizedek  Priest- 
hood) no  man  can  see  the  face  of  God,  even 
the  Father,  and  live."  (DOC.  &  COV.  84:19-22.) 

Therefore,  brethren,  as  bearers  of  the  Priest- 
hood, "Let  honesty,  and  sobriety  and  candour, 
and  solemnity,  and  virtue,  and  pureness,  and 
meekness,  and  simplicity  crown  your  heads  in 
every  place;  and  in  fine,  become  as  little  chil- 
dren, without  malice,  guile  or  hypocrisy,  that 
our  actions  might  be  righteous  and  thus  cause 
the  Lord  to  say, — 'Well  done,  thou  good  and 
faithful  servant:  thou  hast  been  faithful  over  a 
few  things,  I  will  make  thee  ruler  over  many 
things:  enter  thou  into  the  joy  of  the  Lord.' 
(MATT.  25:21.) 

Thus,  as  Priesthood  bearers,  it  is  our  re- 
sponsibility to:  gain  a  knowledge  of  the  "Doc- 
trine of  Salvation";  familiarize  ourselves  with 
Church  government  procedure;  and  learn  our 
duties  by  study  and  prayer,  and  administer 
them  in  righteousness  and  truth.

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WHY  GO  TO  SUNDAY  SCHOOL?

Have  you  ever  asked  your-self  why  you  go 
to  Sunday  School,  or  why  you  don't  go  to 
Sunday  School?  Maybe  you  go,  or  you  don't 
go,  because  that  is  the  way  you  were  raised, 
and  you  can't  see  any  reason  to  change.  It  is 
hoped  that  this  article  will:  First:  give  to  those 
who  attend  Sunday  School  a  greater  appre- 
ciation of  it,  and  Second:  give  those  who  do 
not  attend,  a  desire  to  enter  the  Sunday  School 
programme. 

I  might  begin  by  stating  the  objective  of  the 
Sunday  School:  TO  TEACH  THE  GOSPEL 
OF  JESUS  CHRTST  TO  EVERY  MEMBER 
OF  THE  CHURCH  (and  anyone  else  who  is 
interested)  RESULTING  IN  THE  DEVELOP- 
MENT OF  A  VITAL  FAITH  IN  GOD,  THE 
FATHER;  IN  HIS  SON,  JESUS  CHRTST; 
AND  TN  THE  HOLY  GHOST;  AND  IN 
THE  DEVELOPMENT  OF  A  TESTIMONY 
THAT  OUR  FATHER'S  POWER  HAS  BEEN 
RESTORED  BY  HIM  TO  MAN  THROUGH 
THE  PROPHET  JOSEPH  SMITH. 

My  Brothers  and  Sisters,  if  every  member  of 
this  church  knew  and  lived  the  Gospel,  and  had 
that  "Vital  Faith  In  God"  that  is  so  needed  in 
the  world  to-day,  the  people  of  the  world 
would  flock  to  our  doors  to  learn  of  the 
glorious  principles  that  have  been  restored. 
But  every  member  of  the  church  does  not  know 
the  Gospel.  Why  not?  Because  they  do  not 
attend  and  take  part  in  the  courses  of  study 
outlined  to  teach  the  principles  of  It.  Why  do 
they  not  attend?  Here  are  some  of  the  reasons 
that  I  have  heard:  (1)  It  is  too  far.  (2)  Sunday 
is  the  only  day  that  I  get  to  relax,  play  sports, 
or  go  to  the  beach.  (3)  I  believe  in  Jesus  Christ 
and  try  to  live  a  Christian  life,  and  I  think 
that  it  is  just  as  good  to  stay  home  and  listen 
to  a  sermon  on  the  wireless. 

Let  us  treat  each  one  of  these  separately: 

(1)  If  someone  offered  us  ten  pounds,  and  all 
we  had  to  do  was  to  travel  the  same  distance 
that  we  would  travel  to  Sunday  School,  how 
many  of  us  would  refuse  by  saying  that  it  was 
too  far?  Then  think — how  much  more  pre- 
cious the  Gospel  and  Eternal  Life  are  than 
something  as  perishable  as  money.  Is  it  wise 
to  let  distance  stand  in  the  way  of  Eternal 
Life?     I   will  leave  that  for  you  to   answer. 

(2)  There  is  a  time  to  relax,  play  sports,  and  go 


to  the  beach,  but  that  time  is  not  Sunday.  I  am 
sure  that  when  the  Lord  set  the  Sabbath  apart 
as  a  day  of  rest  he  did  not  mean  for  us  to 
sleep  all  day  or  to  fill  His  day  with  sports ;  but 
rather  to  "rest  from  our  daily  activities"  and 
turn  our  thoughts  more  heavenward,  thus 
showing  our  gratitude  for  the  countless  bless- 
ings that  we  receive.  (3)  If  the  Lord  thought 
that  it  was  just  as  good  to  stay  home  and  listen 
to  a  sermon  on  the  wireless  as  it  was  to  go  to 
meetings  he  would  have  told  us  so.  Instead  he 
has  commanded:  "Thou  shalt  go  to  the  house 
of  prayer  and  offer  up  thy  sacraments  upon  my 
holy  day."  (D  &C  59:9.)  "Wherefore  brethren, 
seek  not  to  counsel  the  Lord,  but  to  take 
counsel  from  his  hand.  For  behold,  ye  your- 
selves know  that  he  counseleth  in  wisdom  .  .  ." 
(Jacob  4:10.) 

Now  a  word  to  the  Officers  and  Teachers. 
Suppose  every  member  of  your  class  did  attend. 
Have  you  something  interesting  and  of  value  to 
them?  Have  you  prepared  your  lesson  dili- 
gently, thoroughly,  and  with  a  prayerful 
heart?  Do  you  take  a  special  interest  in  all 
your  students  and  receive  them  with  open 
arms?  Do  you  teach  by  example  as  well  as  by 
precept?  Do  you  realke  the  great  responsi- 
bility that  is  placed  upon  you  as  a  teacher?  If 
you  can  answer  yes  to  all  these  questions  it  is 
time  to  get  in  touch  with  every  inactive  mem- 
ber of  your  class  and  with  love  and  friendship 
invite  them  out  to  "Learn  the  Gospel"  and 
worship  our  Heavenly  Father. 

Those  who  have  made  Sunday  School  part 
of  their  lives  know  of  the  growth  and  develop- 
ment that  comes  from  working  with  others  and 
participating  in  the  programme.  This  develop- 
ment gives  us  joy  and  happiness  here  on  earth 
and  a  higher  station  in  the  enternities  to  come. 
My  prayer  is  that  every  member  of  this  church 
will  give  the  Sunday  School  a  chance  to  com- 
plete its  objective  by  attending  regularly  and 
taking  an  active  interest. 

In  conclusion  1  bear  you  my  testimony  that 
I  know  this  is  the  work  of  God,  and  that  if  we 
will  live  it  our  souls  will  be  filled  to  over- 
flowing, and  our  reward  will  be  eternal  joy  and 
exaltation.  That  our  Heavenly  Father  will 
help  us  to  this  end  I  pray  in  the  name  of  Jesus 
Christ,  Amen.

I  was  born  in  a  rural  district  and  lived  there 
for  eleven  years.  My  parents  made  sure  that 
we  children  attended  Sunday  School  regularly, 
and  they  attended  also,  as  often  at  it  was  held 
in  the  nearest  dorp. 

Later  I  was  sent  to  boarding  school.  There 
I  was  forced  to  attend  church  twice  .on  Sundays. 
It  soon  became  a  drudgery  to  attend  church 
because  we  had  to  listen  to  the  same  preacher 
week  after  week. 

After  I  left  boarding  school,  I  enrolled  at 
university.  The  freedom  I  enjoyed  there,  after 
the  strict  discipline  of  boarding  school,  led  me 
to  become  more  interested  in  sports  and  the 
local  cinema  than  my  studies. 

After  the  death  of  my  father,  I  came  to 
Bloemfontein,  took  a  commercial  course,  and 
started  working  in  an  office.  By  this  time  I 
seldom  attended  church,  and  my  religion  meant 
very  little  to  me. 

My  husband,  who  is  a  Roman  Catholic,  and 
I  were  married  in  1950,  and  settled  in  Bloem- 
fontein. 

I  soon  became  extremely  depressed  and  un- 
happy, and  was  about  to  leave  Bloemfontein 
when  the  "Mormon  Missionaries"  came  to  our 
home.  Their  visit  helped  me.  I  felt  a  spirit 
within  our  home  that  had  never  been  there 
before.  I  knew  it  was  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord. 
My  husband  and  I  listened  to  the  message  of 
the  missionaries  with  great  interest.  We  were 
taught  the  real  purpose  of  life  (which  had  often 
troubled  me) ;  the  importance  of  obedience  to 
all  God's  commandments ;  and  the  blessings 
we  would  receive  upon  our  obedience  to  these 
commandments. 

The  missionaries  left  us  books  about 
"Mormonism"  and  from  reading  them  I  was 
impressed  with  the  programmes  set  out  for  the 
children,  teenagers,  and  the  older  members  of 
the  Church.  The  Primary,  Priesthood,  Relief 
Society,  and  Mutual  Improvement  Association 
programmes  came  as  a  breathe  of  fresh  air  and 
the  solution  to  the  problems  of  crime  and 
juvenile  delinquency,  of  which  we  were  heariDg 
and  reading  so  much  about. 
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I  wanted  to  see  these  programmes  in  action 
so  I  started  attending  the  Church  services. 
When  I  met  the  members  of  the  Church  I 
could  see  their  religion  was  practical ;  they 
radiated  peace  and  happiness. 

The  Gospel  came  to  my  life  when  I  was 
searching  for  it — when  I  needed  it,  and  I 
accepted  it  without  query  and  doubt. 

I  thank  my  Father  in  heaven  for  the 
difference  it  has  made  in  my  life  and  in  my 
home.  My  husband  is  not  a  member  of  the 
Church,  but  I  know  he  will  gain  a  testimony 
of  it  sometime. 

Since  I  became  a  member  of  the  Church,  I 
have  come  to  realize  the  significance  and  the 
power  of  the  Priesthood.  One  day  our  son 
became  ill  with  a  cough  and  a  fever.  The  next 
day  he  broke  out  with  a  rash.  He  had  the 
measles.  The  missionaries  administered  to  him 
and  three  days  later  he  recovered  with  no  com- 
plications. Some  months  later  he  complained 
of  a  neckache  and  a  backache,  so  we  put  him 
to  bed.  Then  his  temperature  rose.  The  next 
morning  his  condition  was  serious,  and  the 
doctor  confirmed  our  thoughts — Athol  had 
polio. 

We  called  the  missionaries  immediately,  and 
they  came  over  and  administered  to  him.  I 
knew  then  he  would  be  all  right.  He  was  taken 
to  the  Isolation  Hospital  and  remained  there 
for  several  days  to  see  if  the  paralysis  would 
set  in.    It  didn't. 

I  truly  thank  God  for  the  Priesthood. 

I  am  grateful  to  the  missionaries  who 
brought  the  true  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  to  my 
life,  and  I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity 
to  say  'Thank  You." 
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BELLVILLE    SUNDAY    SCHOOL 

On  the  morning  of  Sunday  19th  March  1950, 
the  first  Sunday  School  meeting  in  the  history 
of  the  Bellville  Branch  was  held.  The  meeting 
was  held  in  the  home  of  Brother  Nicolaas 
Goosen.  The  service  was  attended  by  President 
and  Sister  Wright ;  Elders  H.  David  Nelson  and 
Tharin  J.  Bigler;  Brother  Dan  Cherret,  then 
president  of  the  Cape  District ;  Sister  Madge 
Halse  and  her  daughters ;  Brother  Edwin 
Jakins  ;  the  Eric  Jakens  family  ;  the  Noel  Storey 
family,  who  were  investigators ;  and  the  Nico- 
laas Goosen  family.  (Brother  Leslie  Halse, 
then  a  counsellor  in  the  District  Presidency, 
did  not  attend  this  meeting  with  the  rest  of  his 
family  as  he  was  in  charge  of  the  Sunday 
School  at  Epping  Garden  Village).  That  evening 
the  first  Sacrament  Service  was  held  in  the 
home  of  the  Storeys. 

On  Sunday  9th  April,  Elder  H.  David  Nelson 
and  Brothers  Dan  Cherret  and  Leslie  Halse  set 
apart  the  officers  for  a  dependent  branch   at 
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Bellville.  The  missionaries  labouring  in  that 
area  were  placed  in  charge  of  the  branch. 

On  Sunday  17th  December  of  the  same  year, 
the  dependent  branch  was  re-organized  and 
became  an  independent  branch  consisting  of  the 
Leslie  Halse  and  Eric  Jakins  families  from 
Eersteriver  and  the  Noel  Storey  and  Nicolaas 
Goosen  families  from  Bellville. 

Our  small  branch  suffered  a  great  loss  when 
the  Halse  family  emigrated  to  Salt  Lake  City 
in  1953.  Although  they  lived  10  miles  from 
Bellville,  the  Halse  family  faithfully  made  ("and 
the  Jakins  family  still  make)  three  trips  per 
week  to  attend  Sunday  School,  Sacrament  Ser- 
vice, Priesthood,  and  Relief  Society  meetings  at 
Bellville. 

About  a  dozen  members  of  the  Bellville 
Branch  now  attend  M.I.A.  meetings  at 
"Cumorah."  Primary,  Relief  Society,  and 
Priesthood  meetings  are  still  held  in  the  homes 
of  the  members,  but  in  August  1954  Sunday

The  same  teaching  goes  forth  from  the  pulpit 
today:  that  each  individual  who  has  member- 
ship in  this,  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints,  is  on  a  mission,  and  that 
mission  is  to  teach  first,  by  example,  and  sec- 
ond, by  precept,  the  truths  of  this  gospel, 
which  is  the  gospel  of  salvation  and  exaltation 
into  the  presence  of  our  Heavenly  Father  and 
his  Son,  Jesus  Christ. 

I  thrill  as  I  have  the  privilege  of  touring  mis- 
sions and  visiting  in  the  stakes  and  mingling 
with  the  stake  missionary  groups  to  catch  the 
spirit  of  those  who  are  specifically  called  to  do 
missionary  work. 

As  I  toured  the  Western  Canadian  Mission 
just  a  few  months  ago,  I  heard  many  heart- 
warming missionary  stories.  One  thrilling 
story  I  should  like  to  share  with  you.  I  would 
like  to  take  you  with  me  for  a  moment  to  a 
concentration  camp  in  France,  in  which  are 
incarcerated  two    German    prisoners,    young 


men  who  never  had  become  acquainted  with 
each  other  until  they  were  in  this  camp. 

One  of  them  was  utilizing  his  time  to  study 
the  word  of  the  Lord  that  he  might  hold  fast 
to  the  testimony  which  he  had.  This  attracted 
the  attention  of  the  other  German  prisoner, 
who  asked  what  he  was  so  interested  in.  The 
reply  came  that  he  was  reading  "The  Voice  of 
Warning."  I  am  sure  that  rings  a  familiar  note 
to  manv  missionaries  assembled  today  and 
who  might  be  listening  on  television  and  the 
radio. 

So,  a  gospel  conversation  ensued.  Then  this 
youne  man  became  interested,  and  many  con- 
versations thereafter  followed.  The  war  was 
over.  Thev  were  released.  The  one  returned 
to  his  locality  in  Germany,  where  he  further 
investigated  this  thing  he  had  heard  in  a 
French  concentration  camo.  Then  he  apolied 
for  baptism.  He  was  bantized,  and  after  a  few 
months  was  called  by  President  Wunderlich 
to  go  on  a  mission  for  the  Church.    The  young 
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School  and  Sacrament  Service  began  to  be 
held  in  the  hall  of  the  Bellville  Public  Library. 
Shortly  afterwards,  the  membership  records  of 
the  members  at  Epping  were  transferred  to 
Bellville,  and  together  with  the  converts  made 
in  the  northern  suburbs  the  membership  of  the 
branch  was  greatly  increased. 

Two  or  more  missionaries  have  attended 
almost  every  Sunday  School  service  held  at 
Bellville.  This  means  that  almost  every  Sun- 
day a  missionary  travels  from  Mowbray,  a 
distance  of  about  10  miles.  Often  missionaries 
have  had  to  come  as  far  as  from  Plumstead 
(about  15  miles)  and  from  Fish  Hoek  (about  25 
miles).  Also,  members  of  the  Mission  and 
District  Presidencies  have  been  frequent  visitors 
and  speakers  at  our  meetings. 

The  Branch  Presidency  wishes  to  express 
their  gratitude  to  all  these  good  people,  past 
and  present,  for  the  interest  they  have  taken  in 
the  welfare  of  this  branch.     For  the  past  six

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years  they  have  shown  us  their  faith  by  their 
works — often  at  great  sacrifice. 

Likewise  do  we  thank  the  faithful  mem- 
bers of  our  branch  for  their  efforts  in  serving 
our  Heavenly  Father  with  diligence  and  devo- 
tion. They,  no  less  than  the  missionaries  and 
those  in  authority  over  us,  bring  to  mind  the 
enduring  beauty  and  truth  of  the  words  from 
the  Old  Testament:  "How  goodly  are  thy 
tents,  O  Jacob,  and  thy  tabernacles,  O  Israel." 


convert  said,  "I  have  only  twelve  marks,"  but 
President  Wunderlich,  because  he  could  speak 
with  that  power  and  authority  which  comes  to 
those  who  are  truly  called  to  serve  the  Lord, 
made  a  promise  to  that  young  man  if  he 
would  accept  the  call  and  respond  to  it  that 
the  Lord  would  provide  a  way. 

So  the  young  man,  in  blind  faith,  believing, 
as  we  have  heard  from  this  pulpit  today, 
accepted  the  call  and  filled  his  mission.  It  was 
my  privilege  to  interview  him  while  he  was 
doing  stake  missionary  work  in  the  city  of 
Edmonton,  Canada.  He  had  migrated  from 
Germany  and  is  now  living  in  Canada. 

We  all  have  a  zone  of  influence,  my  brothers 
and  sisters.  I  should  like  to  ask  the  question 
here  today,  "When  did  you  last  have  a  gospel 
conversation  with  someone  whoe  does  not  claim 
membership  in  the  Church?" 

Well,  you  do  not  have  to  answer  it,  only  in 
your  own  minds.  I  humbly  pray  that  the 
Spirit  of  the  Lord  will  take  hold  of  us,  that 
we  will  exercise  our  rightful  influence  to  teach 


the  principles  of  salvation  and  exaltation  to 
our  Heavenly  Father's  children. 

I  thrill  as  I  see  someone  here  in  the  audience 
today  who  is  not  ashamed  of  the  gospel  of 
Jesus  Christ.  After  having  filled  a  mission  in 
the  Southern  States  for  this  great  Church 
before  the  turn  of  the  century,  he  decided  he 
wanted  to  follow  further  his  education  in  elec- 
trical engineering,  so  he  selected  that  great 
University  of  Cornell.  One  Sunday  each 
student  was  to  have  the  opportunity  and  privi- 
lege of  filing  past  the  rostrum  and  shaking 
hands  with  the  first  president  of  Cornell, 
Andrew  White,  introducing  himself  and  mak- 
ing known  where  he  was  from.  When  it  came 
to  this  young  man's  turn,  he  said,  "Thomas  E. 
Yates  from  Scipio,  Utah."  Immediately 
Andrew  White  said,  "Are  you  a  Mormon?" 

Brother  Yates  did  not  flinch  because  he  was 
not  ashamed  of  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  He 
said,  "Yes,  sir,  I  am." 

Then  Andrew  White  asked  for  an  interview 
the  following   Sunday.      Brother    Yates    said 
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that  week  seemed  mighty  long  because  he 
realized  the  persecution  that  had  been  sus- 
tained by  the  missionaries,  even  while  he  was 
in  the  Southern  States. 

But  the  time  passed,  and  he  was  ushered  into 
the  study  of  Andrew  White.  There  it  was 
revealed  to  him  why  he  had  been  invited  for 
this  interview. 

Andrew  White  told  him,  on  one  occasion 
while  he  was  a  special  representative  to  the 
Russian  government,  he  had  become  very 
friendly  with  Count  Leo  Tolstoi,  the  great 
Russian  philanthropist  and  writer.  On  one 
occasion  as  he  called  at  the  home  of  Tolstoi 
he  was  told  by  the  servant  that  Tolstoi  was  out 
in  the  fields  ploughing,  and  if  he  wanted  to  see 
him  he  would  have  to  go  there,  which  he  did. 

As  he  met  Tolstoi  there  was  the  usual 
friendly  salutation,  and  then  Tolstoi  said,  "If 
you  want  to  converse  with  me,  you  will  have 
to  come  along  while  I  finish  my  ploughing." 

This  he  did,  and  they  conversed  about  many 
things.  After  a  discussion  on  religion  Tolstoi 
said  to  Andrew  White,  "But  what  about  your 
American  religion?" 

Andrew  White  said,  "We  do  not  have  a  state 
church  in  America.  People  are  allowed  to  wor- 
ship God  according  to  the  dictates  of  their 
own  conscience." 

Tolstoi  said,  "I  know  all  that.  I  know  that 
the  Catholic  Church  originated  in  Rome.  I 
know  that  the  Lutheran  Church  originated  in 
Germany,  that  the  Episcopal  Church  origin- 
ated in  England.  But  I  want  to  know  some- 
thing about  your  American  religion,  commonly 
called  the  Mormon  Church." 

Andrew  White  said,  "I'll  have  to  admit  that 
I  know  very  little  about  the  Mormon  people, 
other  than  they  are  a  superstitious  people  and 
that  thev  are  very  peculiar." 

Then  Tolstoi  decided  he  would  give  Andrew 
White,  great  as  he  was.  a  rebuke,  and  so  as  not 
to  lose  the  significance  cf  this  rebuke,  I  should 
like  to  read  it  to  you. 

"Then  Count  Leo  Tolstoi,  in  his  honest  and 
stern  but  lovable  manner,  rebuked  the 
ambassador:  'Dr.  White,  I  am  greatly  surprised 
and  disappointed  that  a  man  of  your  great 
learning  and  position  should  be  so  ignorant 
on  this  important  subject.  The  Mormon 
people  teach  the  American  religion:  their 
principles  teach  the  people  not  only  of  heaven 
and  its  attendant  glories,  but  how  to  live  so 
that  their  social  and  economic  relations  with 
each  other  are  placed  on  a  sound  basis.  If  the 
peoole  follow  the  teachings  of  this  Church — 
nothing  can  stop  their  progress — it  will  be 
limitless.

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MY  MISSION  CONCLUDES 

By  RONALD  P.  DUNCAN 

It  is  hard  to  believe  that  a  little  more  than 
two  years  have  elapsed  since  I  was  called  to 
be  a  full  time  missionary  in  the  South  African 
Mission. 

I  was  thrilled,  indeed,  at  the  thought  of 
going  forth  to  preach  the  gospel.  As  I  had 
been  a  member  of  the  Church  for  nineteen 
months  prior  to  my  call,  and  had  made,  what 
I  thought,  an  intensive  study  of  the  gospel,  I 
felt  I  was  ready  to  go  forth.  However,  upon 
arriving  at  my  field  of  labour,  many  things 
took  place  to  prove  my  weaknessess  and 
limitations. 


It  seems  that  life  is  one  adjustment  after 
another,  and  the  mission  field  is  no  exception. 
I  found  the  adjustment  to  missionary  life  very 
difficult  at  first. 

It  is  said  that  two  missionaries  labouring 
together  are  with  each  other  more  than  a 
husband  and  wife.  Indeed,  we  ate  together, 
slept  together,  worked  together,  and  prayed 
together. 

The  first  question  new  missionaries  ask,  upon 
arriving  in  the  country,  is,  "Is  it  cheaper  to  go 
home  East  Coast  or  West  Coast?"  or  as  one 
new  missionary  asked,  "Do  we  check  in  at 
Salt  Lake  on  our  way  home?"  Usually  the  first 
question  new  companions  ask  each  other  is, 
"Do  you  have  any  nice  ties?"  One  missionary 
enjoyed  the  privilege  of  wearing  his  com- 
panion's ties  so  much  that  he  changed  ties  twice 
a  day  so  he  could  wear  them  all  before  he 
was  transferred. 

In  the  mission  field  I  learned  the  value  of 
patience  ;  of  sharing  of  forgetting  trivialities  ; 
and  I  learned  to  know,  love,  and  respect  my 
companions  by  overlooking  their  weaknessess 
and  accepted  them  as  they  were.  Of  course, 
we  experienced  times  of  discouragement,  yet, 
as  I  think  back,  they  were  most  insignificant  in 
comparison  with  the  joy  and  happiness  we  ex- 
perienced, usually  after  a  hard  day  of  trading, 
or  after  having  heard  one  of  our  investigators 
say  that  he  knew  the  gospel  was  true  and  that 
he  wanted  to  be  baptized. 

Indeed,  the  companionship  of  the  mission- 
aries is  one  of  the  priceless  memories  of  my 
missionary  experience.  And  if  any  of  the  mis- 
sionaries should  read  this  article  may  they 
know  that  these  words  are  from  my  heart. 


One  of  the  hardest,  but  essential,  tasks  of 
missionary  work  is  tracting.  At  first  I  was 
afraid  to  tract,  but  after  I  learned  the  im- 
portance of  tracting,  the  fear' left  me.  To  me, 
tracting  was  challenging.  Each  home  brought 
a  new  experience — a  new  personality.  So,  we 
had  to  adapt  our  door  approach  to  fit  that 
personality.  Once  I  decided  to  use  a  different 
door  approach  by  using  the  word  "friend"  in- 
stead of  "companion"  in  the  usual  "Good 
morning,  my  companion  and  I  are  ministers." 
When  the  lady  opened  the  door  I  squared  my 
shoulders,  beamed  a  bright  smile  and  said, 
"Good  morning  my  friend  and  I  are  COM- 
PANIONS." The  door  approach  can  be  em- 
barrasing  at  times.  One  missionary  said,  "Good 
morning,  my  COMPASSION  and  I  are  min- 
isters." The  lady  had  such  a  good  laugh  that 
she  invited  us  in  and  gave  us  a  hearing. 

The  climax  of  my  mission  was  the  oppor- 
tunity to  labour  in  the  mission  office,  where  I 
enjoyed  the  companionship  of  President  and 
Sister  Duncan  and  their  family. 

As  I  look  back  over  the  past  two  years  as  a 
missionary  I  know  that  I  have  been  blessed. 
There  is  no  substitute  for  the  experience  of 
serving  a  mission. 

My  testimony  has  been  strengthened  ;  I  have 
learned  to  appreciate  and  love  the  scriptures, 
the  sermons  and  writings  of  the  Church  leaders, 
and  know  that  the  council  and  advice  of  the 
General  Authorities  is  inspired  ;  I  have  grown 
to  love  the  association  of  the  Saints ;  I  will 
always  cherish  the  experience  of  tracting  and 
teaching  the  gospel  to  the  investigators  (some 
of  whom  have  joined  the  Church) ;  Indeed,  I 
love  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  bear 
solemn  testimony  that  the  gospel  is  true. 

The  Restored  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  is  the 
sure  way  to  joy  and  happiness.  There  is  no
